Cotton was grown to a small extent in the 
United States, nearly two hundred Ta ago ; 
bat it was not extensively introd till many 
years after. In 1786, Mr. Madison, writing to 
& friend, says, “there is no reason to doubt 
that the United States will one day become a 

cotton-prodocing country.” 

In 1692. the whole crop of the country was 
only 138 328 Ibe; im 1792, it was 6.276 300 
ibs. ; and in 1842, it was 783,221,800 Ibs '! 

About two-th rds of this immense quantity 
goes to Europe, chiefly to England, and some 
to France. Nearly one-third is used in the 
manufactories of the United States. At Lowell, 
in Massachusetts, the several establishments 
make about 75 millions of yards of cotton cloth 
every year, and use almost 23 miliions of 
ponnds of cotten woo! annually. —Merry’s Mu- 
seem. 


Reaninc Peach Trers.—Mr. Allen W 
Dodge, saya, in the M b Plough . 
that he prefers the following mode of planting 
peach stones: 

“I deposite the stones, after being taken 
from the peach, in sand or dirt; put them in 
in the ground, slightly covered, in the fall. 
As for the cotton bag, to keep them under the 
ground, I have never tried it, or any covering 
bot the ground itself. Take up the stones 
j early im the spring, crack them, and plant 
immediately the meats or pits. In a week, or 
teu days, they will be up without fail, jaet as 
certain as so many peas, or kernels of corn.”
